@ @ @ With tobacco acreage cut again 
this year, more people have turned to 
chickens to supplement their income.

Several 
farmers in this area couldn't sell their 
eggs at any price, as stores and other 
outlets were flooded —so they gave 
their eggs away to relatives and friends 
living in towns. It was not an un- 
common sight to have farm women 
come in stores in town every day 
peddling eggs for 30 cents a dozen 
It may be true that eggs are selling 
for 75 cents a dozen in Albuquerque, 
N. M., and 69 cents a dozen in Wash- 
ington, D. C., but how can a farmer 
“break even” by selling his eggs for 
35 cents a dozen —still give them 
enough to eat and buy egg crates and 
have any profits? All this leads up 
to my point, which is: I think maga- 
zines that have been encouraging 
farmers to raise more pullets should 
specify certain areas where a study 
has been made that indicates that 
demand is more than supply.

Studies of this kind are available. 
However, since a marketing area has 
no particular boundaries, it's hard to 
say definitely that a particular area is 
a deficit area or a surplus area. Eggs 
often become surplus in a particular 
section because too many low-quality 
eggs are produced locally, and because 
too many eggs are shipped in from 
other sections. 

A better answer, we think, is some- 
thing like producer associations—with 
standards set to discourage low- 
quality eggs and to encourage local 
buyers to prefer locally-produced eggs. 
The association can also encourage its 
members to cut back production to fit 
demand,—T. A.

Oats grading 
less than No. 3 from causes other than the

GAS TAX REFUNDS for the 12 months ending 
June 30 can now be claimed from Internal 
Revenue Service. The refund amounts to 3¢

year. Get IRS Form 2240 from your county 
agent, post office or bank, fill it out 
and send it in before Sept. 30.

INTEREST RATES ON MANY FARM LOANS are 
likely to go up in the months ahead.

TOBACCO CAST 








IT’S TOO EARLY YET to gauge the effect of 
the latest American Cancer Society report 
Claiming a "Spectacular relationship" be- 
tween the smoking habit and lung cancer, 
as well as a "clean-cut association" be- 
tween smoking and other ailments. Tobacco 
Industry Research Committee, which has 
allocated nearly $1,700,000 for independ- 
ent investigations on the subject of to- 
bacco and human health, has attacked the 
ACS report as a statistical study unsup- 
ported by laboratory evidence. Federal 
public health officials say they'll study 
the document. Tobacco men, meanwhile, are 
braced for a few ripples in the sales 
charts, but they don't expect any mass 
abandonment of the smoking habit. They do 
anticipate, however, that the trend to 
filter-tips will speed up. 











BURLEY GROWERS’ CO-OP at Lexington, Ky., 
has employed a Cincinnati chemist, George 
Brown, to seek new uses for their crop. 
He is investigating the chemical proper- 
ties of tobacco and will concentrate on 
developing uses for stems, stalks and 
other "waste" portions of the plant. 
"Basically," says Brown, "I will try to 
get from tobacco intermediate and end 
products useful in the chemical or phar- 
maceutical field." 


IN TWO RECENT SPEECHES in the flue-cured 
area, Asst. Sec. of Agriculture Marvin L. 
McLain said he thought the tobacco program 
should be continued as long as growers 
want it and are willing to do whatever is 
necessary to maintain it on a sound basis. 
He said USDA has consistently followed 
program recommendations of tobacco leaders 
and expects to continue doing so. But he 
cautioned farmers to keep an eye on for- 
eign production. “If our program here 
encourages the expansion of tobacco-grow- 
ing abroad, in the long run it'll be bad 
for you,” he asserted. 

McLain praised growers and other leaf 
interests for steps taken this year to put 
the flue-cured industry back on a sound 
basis. He repeated earlier assurances 
that USDA would spare no reasonable effort 
to enforce its 50% price support penalty 
on undesirable leaf varieties. 
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for flue-cured, fire-cured

BRIGHT BELT WAREHOUSEMEN, led by F. S. 
Royster of Henderson, N. C., again have 
taken a strong stand against reconstituted 
or synthetic tobacco. In convention at 
Myrtle Beach, S. C., the group adopted a 
resolution opposing the use of "tobacco 
stems, tobacco crumbled fragments, tobacco 
floor sweepings and even foreign sub- 
Stances" as harmful to the quality of 
manufactured tobacco products. 

Managing Director Royster, in his an- 
nual report, called for “unselfish co- 
operation" from manufacturers as well as 
other segments of the industry. Growers 
and warehousemen, he said, are making 
great sacrifices to save the tobacco busi- 
ness while manufacturers are raking in 
record profits. “They are entitled to 
profits -=- but there is such a thing as 
shortsighted profits," he declared, add- 
ing: "We have a right to ask why the same 
number of cigarettes is being produced in 
1957 as in 1952, but with 100 millions 
lbs. less tobacco.” 











DESPITE THE DISCOUNT on objectionable varie- 
ties, USDA is continuing its "LL" grade 
designation for "pale and slick" flue- 
cured this season. 


LEAF EXPORTERS were singing the blues at 
their yearly get-together at White Sulphur 
Springs, W. Va. “Our basic problem in 
both bright and burley," declared C. A. 
Carr, Danville, Va., president of the 
Tobacco Assn. of the U. S., "is just what 
we found it to be a year ago -=- that is, a 
serious shortage of flavorful tobacco in 
the medium and low-medium quality fields 
that can be sold at warehouse floor prices 
of 50¢ per pound and below. There is a 
very heavy demand for such leaf both here 
and abroad and the supply of this tobacco 
has fallen far short of requirements for 
the past two crop years." 

Curtis M. Dozier, Jr., Richmond, Va., 
president of Leaf Tobacco Exporters Assn., 
said the rigidity with which the tobacco 
price support program is administered is 
"a serious threat” to the export market. 
"We cannot predict the future, but changes 
in the tobacco program seem inevitable," 
he declared.

Diverted Acreage Party May Be Over 


Washington, D. C.—This year, farmers 
could eat their cake—and have it, too, 
in making use of the Acreage Reserve. 
But they will probably have to choose 
between eating it and having it in 1958. 
As we go to press, reinstatement of 
the Acreage Reserve for next year is 
virtually The Senate-House 
joint conference has agreed to the Sen- 
ate’s appropriation figure for the AR 
program—as against the House proposal 
earlier to leave it out altogether in 1958. 
All that’s left is for the House to ap- 
prove the compromise by another vote. 
But . . . in the meantime, Secretary 
Benson has come up with a gimmick 
which may very well curtail misuses of 
the Acreage Reserve allowed this year. 
At a press conference, held before his 
leaving on an extended tour of forest 
and watershed projects, the Secretary 
told about a plan now under considera- 
tion which would prevent the planting 
of any additional cash crop on farms 
placing land into the Acreage Reserve. 
In 1957, if you wanted to put 10 
acres of cotton into the Acreage Re- 
serve, then go into another field to plant 
10 extra acres of soybeans (for example) 
you could go right ahead and do 

it. This year, if the new plan develops, 
a Soil Bank base arrangement will stop 
you from planting additional soil-deplet- 


ing crops. 


assured 


Controls On Soil-Depleting Crops 

The original version of the plan was 
submitted by the Secretary's office to his 
Agricultural Advisory Commission (18 
members, 12 of them farmers and six 
of them from the South) for study and 
consideration. Mr. Benson says the 
commission has now recommended that 
he “give it favorable consideration.” 
Guess is he will definitely follow up with 
action, 

Essentially, the plan is this: 

Each farm would have established for 
it a historic base of soil-depleting acre- 
age. The base would be determined by 
recent three- or five-year history. Any 
land put into the Acreage Reserve next 


year would be subtracted from the total 
soil-depleting acreage allotted. And any 
farmer who exceeded his allotment of 
soil-depleting crops would not be eligible 
for AR payments. 


Damper On Diversion 


This would play havoc with many 
Southern farmers who have continually 
diverted basic crop acreage reductions 
to small grains and other feed crops for 
livestock. No more adding a field of 
soybeans or a patch of vegetables for 
market, either—if you want in on the 
Acreage Reserve. 

Although pastures may not be classed 
as soil-depleting acreage under this pro- 
gram, the effect such requirement would 
have on crops like grain sorghum, oats 
and wheat for feed could throw a big 
kink into the livestock expansion scheme 
in the Southeast. 


Stop the Shifting 


At the same time, it cannot be denied 
that this new set of strings could help 
stop the shifting of surplus production 
from one crop to another—which has 
been a problem since the advent of 
acreage controls. 

(Maybe the Secretary, who claims not 
to favor controls, figures to make the 
restrictions so binding that farmers will 
grow disgusted and eventually agree to 
throwing them all out the window. And 
it may work.) 

As we understand it, Mr. Benson 
already has the authority to install the 
new regulations (without further legis- 
lation). Chances are strong that you'll 
hear about some definite plans to move 
in that direction within the next few 
days. 


Bills By Commodities 


As predicted in FARM AND RANCH 
last month commodity bills are now 
coming up thick and fast in Congress. 

First move for cotton was the Whit- 
ten-Russell bill, which would install a 
two-price system. Rep. Jammie Whitten 
(D., Miss.) introduced it in the House; 


Senator Richard Russell (D., Ga.) in 
the Senate. That bill is now under con- 
sideration by both Senate and House 
committees. 

A second cotton bill is the Farm 
Bureau-supported measure to increase 
cotton acreage allotments next year by 
20 percent. This one was introduced 
by Senator Eastland (D., Miss.) and is 
now also in the hands of the Senate 
Agriculture Committee. It would fix 
price supports On cotton at 75 percent 
of parity for the 1958 crops—as against 
approximately the 85 percent which 
would likely be dictated under the pres- 
ent flexible price support system. 

In other words, the Eastland bill pro- 
poses that the support price be reduced 
by about 10 percent of parity—and that 
farmers be permitted to plant one-fifth 
more cotton acreage. 


P.L. 480—Sale Or Give-Away? 


Committee hearings have been going 
on in Washington over Public Law 480. 

There's been a heap of praise for the 
law, and what it has done to move sur- 
plus stores overseas by the acceptance 
of “foreign currency.” Certainly, no 
one denies that many a pound of goods 
has been moved out of storage by these 
sales. And supplies of some commodi- 
ties have been reduced. 

But there are those here who think 
the program may be flying false colors. 
These folks point out that the actual 
percentage of new business created is 
pathetically small. They claim further 
that we are not really accepting the 
foreign currency—that, instead, it ts all 
being “loaned” back to the countries 
making the purchases; and that the 
amount of the “loan” is determined each 
time before the order for goods is 
received. 

Critics of P.L. 480 operations do not 
in all cases object to the end results, 
They would simply have the trans- 
actions recognized for what they are. 
“Give-away” and Foreign Aid, they be- 
lieve, would be more appropriate terms 
to use.

BOOMY HOG PRICES are ahead next winter, according to 


the Agriculture Department's latest pig crop sur- 
vey. The fall crop may be up only 2%, says the 
report -=- well below earlier expectations. USDA's 
top livestock economist, Harold Breimyer, says 
that -- since crop numbers were held to a moderate 
increase -- winter prices will be "quite favor- 
able." Prices from August through December, how- 
ever, look less favorable. The spring pig crop 
was as big as last year's -=- instead of down 2% as 
indicated earlier by the USDA. Sell this fall 
when ready, but don't over= or under-finish. 





CATTLE PRICES now are on a long upward trend -- 


to peak out in about October. After that, prices 
are expected to hold steady through December. The 
peak will likely be $27-2. With a scarcity of 
fed cattle in the wind this fall, best bet is to 
feed to heavier weights. 

Grass cattle sales, down now from last summer, 
will pick up this fall, but not at last fall's 
drouth=-spurred levels. Prices this fall will 
decline seasonally, but continue higher than last 


year. 











HIGHER DAIRY PRICES this year give encouragement to 


price support officials who want to reduce the 
Support levels for next year. That's an advance 
tip. Supports for butterfat and manufacturing 
milk, now at an average of 82%% of parity, are ex- 
pected to be cut to about 75% on April l, 1958. 

With demand for dairy products strong, prices 
this year look a couple of pennies higher for milk 
sold off Mor 1e farm. This will be the third year in 
a row of higher dairy prices, says the USDA. 





MASTITIS OINTMENTS containing penicillin should be 


handled with care. The Food & Drug Administration 
Says too much of the antibiotic still gets into 
milk and has issued two new regulations to clear 
it up. If they don't do the job, FDA will ban 
penicillin from mastitis ointments next year. 
One regulation requires a big warning on pack- 
ages S telling farmers to withhold from human con- 
Sumption for 3 days bpd milk taken from Lagoa og 
cows. 
ointments to 100, 000 units. Some St Foetaeees 
have put as many as 1 million units in mastitis 
preparations. 








NATIONAL DEFERRED GRAZING program now definitely is 


out for this year -- as we predicted exclusively 
in May. Congress, which was hot for it when the 
drouth looked bad, now has turned cold and refused 
$25 million to run the program. So, USDA has 
authority for a program, but no cash to carry it 
out. The 1958 ACP Handbook, however, will permit 


more states to set up limited grazing programs 
under that program. Some states now are doing it.

HEN the nation’s leading purebred cattle breeders 
finally recognized dwarfism as a serious problem, they started 
doing something about it. Now, the chances that you might 
unknowingly introduce dwarfism into your herd, by buying 
a dwarf-carrier animal, are probably less than they were 
when dwarfism was still a hush-hush subject. 

If you’re a commercial cattle breeder, dwarfism can be 
a threat to you, too—but probably a very minor one. The 
reason it can be a threat in any herd is that the cause of 
the most common occurrences of dwarfism is a simple re- 
cessive gene. 

Simply stated, that means that each calf inherits from its 
parents a pair of genes which determine whether it will be 
normal (in physical appearance) or dwarf. One of the 


20 


pair of genes is inherited from one parent, one-from the 
other. But a gene for normal physical appearance is domi- 
nant over a gene for dwarfism. The calf can inherit one 
gene for normal physical appearance and one for the dwarf 
condition, and still appear normal. 

Only when it inherits two genes for the dwarf condition 
does the calf become an actual dwarf. (See diagram above.) 
And—-since calves which have two genes for the dwarf con- 
dition are usually born dead or die soon after birth, and thus 
aren't recognized as dwarfs—you might not even know that 
a dwarf had occurred. It doesn’t become obvious that the 
calf is a dwarf until he has lived for several months and 
has failed to develop normally. 

Not all “dwarfs” are the result of this simple occur- 
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rence of two genes for dwarfism, of course. And not all 
“dwarfs” are the obvious, “snorter” type of dwarf, with 
shortened legs and head, pot belly and obviously deformed 
and “stunted” appearance as they grow. The “snorter” type 
(so named because such dwarfs also usually breathe with 
difficulty) is merely the most common and most obvious. 

Because dwarfism is a recessive (hidden) characteristic, 
it’s possible to have dwarf carrier animals (which appear 
and act quite normal, and can produce an actual dwarf only 
when two such dwarf carriers are mated) in your commer- 
cial herd for years without knowing about it. And it’s pos- 
sible to introduce dwarfism into your herd accidentally, by 
buying a normal-appearing dwarf-carrier cow or bull 

[hat’s why conscientious purebred breeders have taken 
drastic steps to make sure there’s no dwarfism present in 
their herds—so they can’t unwittingly sell dwarf carriers to 
buyers. Here's how it can be cleaned up: 

1. Use only “clean” bulls (thought to be free from the 
dwarf gene, from “clean” pedigreed lines). Many top 


breeders savy that “clean” 
dwarfism; many experiment station specialists say it’s not

2. Progeny test. Mate the potential herd sire to at least 
10 (and preferably at least 15) known carrier females (which 
have produced dwarfs) or 24 to 30 unproven females with 
a known carrier parent. If all offspring are normal, you're 
practically 100 percent certain the bull is dwart-free This 
is the surest test, but obviously slow and expensive 

3. Cull known carriers and suspected carriers (offspring 
or other close relatives of known carriers) 

4. Avoid exiremes in type, such as “comprests” and “com 
pacts.” Require adequate mature size in animals; a hig! 
percentage of dwarf carriers are animals of reduced mature 
size 

5. Avoid replacements from known carrier parents o 


from suspected carriers 


NEW TEST FOR DWARFISM 


EEF cattle breeders are lending an ear to reports from 

Missouri, Oklahoma and some few other states on the 
newest test to detect dwarfism carriers. Just how good or 
practical is the insulin test? It’s too early to tell but the 
nation’s top scientists will be taking a close look at it this 
year. 
' The University of Missouri has developed a technique 
involving “induced stress” on animals. It's a laboratory 
process of observing white blood cells from the animal at 
one hour intervals after injection. Blood samples are drawn 
before the animals get the insulin so the normal count can 
be determined. Oklahoma A&M has duplicated the Mis- 
souri procedure but some other college scientists are having 
difficulty in exact duplication of the technique. 

Research workers hope the insulin test and possibly other 
tests like the spinal X-ray will open the door to rapid de- 
termination of whether or not a normal looking animal is 
a carrier of dwarf genes, as a simple alternate to the present 
time-consuming procedure of progeny testing. The new 
tests may be especially valuable for problem herds where 
dwarfs are being produced. That is, there are usually some 
“clean” animals in a dwarf-producing family but so far the 
breeder can’t tell the clean from the carrier. 

Dr. E. J. Turman at Oklahoma A&M College reports 
their preliminary tests with cattle one to four years old gave 
a definite response in the insulin test. “However, the older 
animals that have been tested show little or no response 
at the dosage level that gave the excellent results in the 
young cattle,” he says.

What to look for when buying a 


BULK 
MILK 
COOLER 


HERE'S been a lot of pro-and-con talk lately about bulk 

milk tanks. But the rapid trend toward bulk milk han- 
dling with tank coolers and pipeline milkers shows which 
way the wind is blowing. Many dairymen are now asking, 
“Which is the best bulk tank?” 

The best bulk tank, like the best automobile or tractor, 
is the one best suited to your needs. Evidently, all bulk 
tanks made by reputable manufacturers are satisfactory. But 
before you buy, do a little still-hunting. Find out about 
dealer reliability and quality of service available. This could 
be more important than style, shape or method of refrig- 
eration. Losing one tank of milk because of mechanical 
failure—and promised service which doesn’t prove to be 
available when needed—can amount to as much or more 
than the difference between what your tank cost and the 
price of one you preferred but didn’t buy. 


What About Space? 


Even though tanks may be of the same capacity, they 
vary in length, width, shape and height. These factors can’t 
be overlooked, especially if you're going to remodel your 
milk room. The milk room must fit the tank you intend 
to purchase. Floor space must be adequate and usable. 
Here’s where you must comply with the U. S. Public Health 
Service code. Generally, a tank up to 100 gallons requires 
200 square feet of floor space; 100 to 250 gallons, 250 square 
feet; and over 250 gallons, 300 square feet of floor space 
or more, 

Most tanks now on the market meet the 3-A Standards. 
But check to make sure. These are standards set up by 
the International Association of Milk and Food Sanitarians 
and U. S. Public Health Service. They relate largely to 
material from which a tank is made, insulation and con- 
struction.

Bulk tanks can be divided into two types—direct expan- 
sion and ice bank machines, either of which may be a vacuum 
type. The ice bank type operates much like the present can 
cooler. The direct expansion type has the refrigerating coils 
in the walls of the tank. Either of these types, if properly 
designed and in good working order, will do a good job 
of cooling milk. However, the direct expansion type uses 
a motor and compressor much larger than is used with the 
ice bank type. 


What's the Difference? 


E. E. Anderson, New Mexico Extension dairyman, ex- 
plains the difference in types this way: “Ice bank tanks, 
with their smaller running units, cost less and usually have 
lower installation charges, including wiring. But electricity 
to operate them is usually more than for direct expansion 
units. The direct expansion unit uses all its power in a 
few hours, while the ice bank type spreads its power needs 
over a much larger part of the day. Obviously, the direct 
expansion bulk tank cooler requires heavier wiring and puts 
a heavier load on power lines and generating plants for the 
time it is used.” 

This may or may not be important in your community. 
But it’s a good idea to check with your power supplier to 
see if you can get the amount of power you need when 
you need it. “Most records show,” says Anderson, “that 
both these types will cost about the same over the years.” 


Watch Out About Size 


When you convert to bulk handling, tank size can be a 
problem. But many tank users agree that a tank should 
be large enough to hold one extra milking in case there's 
a delay in pick-up. Some dairymen have tanks large enough 
for pick-up every other day, and large enough to handle 
the volume to which they expect to grow. This saves a 
costly replacement later, and ties in with the trend of most 
dairymen to increase their volume after going to bulk cool- 
ing. 


Which Type Has the Advantages? 


Each type of bulk milk cooler has some advantages over 
the other. Here’s how they compare in some important 
considerations: 

Original cost: Ice bank type usually lower. 

Effect of power failure: Ice bank provides some cooling 
during failure. 

Milk freezing: Less likely to happen with ice bank type. 

Compressor operating time: Much less with direct ex- 
pansion type. 

Electrical wiring requirements: New wiring less likely to 
be needed for installation of ice bank type because smaller 
wire and switches are adequate. 

Water needed to cool condenser: None needed for ice 
bank type except models equipped with a water-cooled con- 
denser. Some direct expansion models are also air-cooled, 
needing no water.

A purebred Hampshire breeder, he’s started with 
a certified meat-type sire and selected meaty gilts to build 
up the kind of herd that buyers will want for foundation 
stock. 

McGregor’s selection program gives buyers good reason 
to want his stock. With a complete litter-marking and indi- 
vidual-identifying system, he also has weight-for-age records 
that'll demonstrate the gaining ability of all the potential 
sows and sires in his herd. 

Here’s how McGregor’s program is set up: 

1. Record weaning-age weights of litters. 

2. Record individual weights of gilts and boars at about 
180 days or 200 pounds. Adjust weights to 180-day equiva- 
lent, so he'll have exact weight-for-age comparisons of indi- 
viduals 

3. Cull gilts on basis of teat count, type and conforma- 
tion, as usual. 

4. Take backfat probe, using steel rule as in photo at 
center, right. Recorded probe is average of three sites, the 
first at a point behind the shoulder, straight above the front 
elbow and back about one inch, the second at the last rib 
and the third midway between the last rib and the base of 
the tail. All three probes are made 1'% to 2 inches to the 
side of the hog’s mid-line. Probe average is then adjusted 
to 200-pound weight so that individual comparisons are 
accurate. 

5. Select replacement gilts on basis of recorded gaining 
ability, feed efficiency and back- (Continued on page 49)

Leaves: Gather them on the branch- 
es when the leaves are at the height 
of their color in the fall. If cut too 
late, the leaves will fall from the 
branches. Choose branches that are 
perfectly flat. Place branches imme- 
diately in a vessel of water to keep 
them from wilting, and then bring 
them into your drying room. Place 
on the floor for trimming, then lay the 
leaves perfectly flat between sheets of 
newspaper with no two leaves over- 
lapping. Layers of may be 
placed on top of the other, provided 
each layer is separated by a paper. 
Place a flat frame of heavy wood over 
the layers of leaves. Allow the leaves 
to dry completely, or they will curl up. 
Several trips to the woods are neces- 
sary to get the variety of leaves for 
color. Of all the dried materials | 
use, I find leaves the most important. 
For a variety of color, you will harvest 
some of your leaves before they reach 
the height of their autumn colors. Here 
in Virginia, the leaves of the beech 
trees may be gathered still green. Dog- 
wood leaves can also be gathered while 
partly green and partly red. You can 
discover which trees yield the best 
products in your locality by experi- 
menting.

oo is guilty of another sin 
—the “bandit” bruising, crippling 
and outright killing of livestock in the 
handling process. Looks tough when 
you see luscious T-bones ruined, nice 
hams having to be ground into sau- 
sage, sides slashed to pieces because 
somewhere down the line some guy 
got careless or lost his temper. 

It’s easy to get mad when you're 
in a hurry to load contrary livestock. 
Hogs are worst, but cattle are ornery, 
too, when spooked. Farmers are not 
to blame for all the bruise loss in this 
country, but they pay for most of it 
just the same. Livestock bruises a'one 
take 10 to 15 much from 
producers every year as the Brink rob- 
bers got in the Boston haul. 

Enough meat is destroyed each day 
from crippled, killed and bruised live- 
stock to feed one-half million people. 
When a packer gets a ham returned 
because of bruises—even a pencil 
stripe bruise — that ham is trimmed 
and ground into sausage. Costs at 
least $5, and $5 for every booted hog 
isn’t to be sneezed at. Bruised meat 
must be trimmed from slaughtered ani- 
mals, resulting in a loss of the meat 
and additional labor to do the trim- 
ming. 

Bruises Cost $5.65 Per Head 

The average farmer may say “so 
what?” But careless handling of live- 
stock is costing farmers an average of 
$5.65 per head for bruise loss on cattle

Packers 
know from their records what percent- 
age of their receipts is damaged and 
where these animals keep coming from 
They could start paying less from these 
sources, Next time you're tempted to 
kick an exasperating but valuable hog, 
or clout a steer—consider your pocket- 
book, as well as the humane angle, and 
don't do it! 

It has been found 
the bruises on beef 
the hip region, resulting in heavy trim- 
ming of the beef loin. Hog bruises 
reflect the disposition of both hog and 
man with nearly half the 
the ham and over one-fifth on the belly 
and shoulder. In fact, over 90 per- 
cent of the actual weight of bruised 
trimmings is on the ham and bellies. 
Kicking or prodding with canes, whips 
or clubs is responsible for nearly two- 
thirds of the damage 

Eact segment of the livestock in- 
dustry-—ranchers, feeders, transporta- 
tion agencies, processors—are respon- 
sible for their share of this loss at one 
time or another. Packers are teach- 
ing their own people who handle the 
animals from dock to killing floor how 
great bruise losses are. Many stock- 
yard companies are doing the same 
thing. And you can help lower losses 
from bruised and crippled livestock 
by providing suitable, adequate equip- 
ment for feeding, sorting, loading and 
hauling. It all comes right back to 
good “cow sense.” H. L. Gantz

Water Safety 


Warer can provide a lot of fun 
in August; it may also be the source 
of tragedy. 

Like all safety efforts, to be 
around water involves the use of com- 
mon concern for others and 
knowledge. Many of the 5,000 deaths 
that occur yearly from drowning in 
our country co’ uld be prevented if all 
of us would use the following rules 
in our lakes, rivers and streams

Know Safety Rules 


Know the body of water you are 
using. If it has tricky currents, sud- 
den drop-offs, submerged objects, know 
where they are before you find out the 
hard way 

2. When boating, don’t overload the 
boat with people, don’t overtax a little 
boat with a big motor, don’t stand up 
in the boat unless it is made for it, 
and wear life preservers even if you 
consider yourself a good swimmer 

3. Learn to swim if you possibly 
can. At learn how water will 
support you if you are relaxed. A 
simple method of keeping afloat and 
moving through water has been taught 
to thousands of people who thought 
they couldn't swim. It involves these 
simple procedures: 

First, with lungs full 
held, but all the body relaxed, float 
in the water with the face down and 
back of the neck on the surface 
Second, after three to 10 seconds, 
make a downward thrust with the arms 
and legs and as face comes out of 
the water, breathe out through the 
nose. Third, take a quick deep breath 
in through the mouth, drop the head 
forward and thrust the arms and legs 
backward once to propel the body for- 
ward in the floating, relaxed position 
mentioned at first. This can be 
peated over and over again without 
exhaustion. 

5. Make it a point to learn how to 
give artificial respiration. 

6. Don’t swim alone. Don't swim 
within an hour after eating a full meal 
Pre-school children must be constantly 
watched around water—even shallow 
ponds. 

7. When an accident happens, keep 
calm; if you lose your head you may 
lose your life.

from summertime heat. Records for 
the past two winters show that we 
have used less fuel to heat 1,700 sq 
ft. than we formerly used to “half- 
way” heat 1,200 sq. ft. of frame 
construction. 

This is not a real small house. The 
rooms are larger than average, with 
the exception of the den: and the 
kitchen, bath and living areas are un- 
usually large. The total cost, includ- 
ing a central heating system and a 
well and water filter, was $13,500 

Besides being attractive, the con- 
crete walls proved to be immune to 
hundreds of gallons of water blown 
horizontally against them by winds up 
to 90 miles per hour Hurricane 
Haze! did her worst, but there were 
no leaks—just a few shingles blown 
off the roof.

HAT is the Civil Rights Bill, and what does it mean 
to you? 

“Civil Rights” means that if you're a Protestant who hires 
only Protestants, or a Jew who hires only Jews, or a Catho- 
lic who hires only Catholics, you can be prosecuted by the 
federal government. It means you could be forced to hire 
the same number of Swedes as you do Italians or be punished 
for discrimination against “national origin.” 

It means if you run a dancing school you could be forced 
to hire a qualified Negro instructor or face possible subpoena 
to appear before a U. S. District Judge (they're appointed 
for life by the President) in a distant city at your own ex- 
pense and prove yourself innocent. It means that if a 
school, park, public rest room (private homes and clubs are 
exempt, so far) is de-segregated and you try to interfere 
Or prevent it, you are subject to arrest and imprisonment 
for contempt of court. It means integration would be en- 
forced by army bayonets and martial law. 

Under the Civil Rights Bill the Attorney General of the 
United States could bring legal actions in your name whether! 
you desired to go to court or not, and the Civil Rights Com- 
mission could summon you on 24 hours notice from any 
part of the United States to any place it might designate to 
defend yourself against charges of which you were ignorant 
until you got the subpoena 


Conform or Be Carpet-Bagged 


Under the Civil Rights Bill now proposed, the Justice 
Department could get a federal court injunction against any- 
one who is “about” to take away another’s civil rights or 
voting rights. If you defied the government when it told 
you you had to hire a “qualified” Negro as your secretary, 
or as a salesman, or as a lifeguard.at the swimming pool, 
you would be tried on criminal contempt charges without 
a jury. Civil Rights means perhaps the beginning of the 
end of state government and individual freedom in America. 

[hat eminent Socialist-turned-Democrat, Walter Reuther, 
says, “The problem of Civil Rights in the VU, S. is an inter- 
national issue the key issue in the world.” 

We must pass Civil Rights legislation, the Reuthers, Harri- 
mans, and Kefauvers profess, to keep Russia from exploit- 
ing against us our archaic horse-and-buggy conceptions of 
constitutional law, trial by jury and other freedoms guaran- 
teed by the Bill of Rights. 

Imagine! We must impress Russia, where the only people 
who vote are the 11 men in the Kremlin . . . where Ameri- 
can soldiers with hands tied behind their backs, were “tried” 
by being machine gunned into a common grave . . . Russia, 
which has butchered 20 million of its own citizens. 

Or, are we trying to impress England, where aristocracy 
and colonialism still reign or South American coun- 
tries where military dictators “re-elect” themselves without 
Opposition with guns? Or, maybe it’s the African cannibals, 
or the untouchables of India we're trying to impress? 

The same liberals whose hearts bleed so profusely for 
minority groups are now trying to kill the right to filibuster, 
which is the right of unlimited debate unless two-thirds of 
the Senators vote to cut off debate. The two-thirds require- 
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ment is adequate safeguard against the abuse of free speech 
and is in itself a protection of the minority. 

Few Northerners, even the worst bleeding hearts, if they 
knew and understood deep-South areas where backward 
blacks outnumber whites in some areas two and three to 
one, would favor integration and full voting privileges. As 
in backward colonial dependencies, a people has to earn 
equality. To thrust it on them is to guarantee chaos. The 
beleaguered, back-to-the-wall South is not defying the Con- 
stitution, but upholding it. The Supreme Court, not the 
South, is guilty. The Court is guilty of unlawful and un- 
constitutional judicial and prejudicial tyranny. The New 
Dealers, Modern Republicans and Crusading Justices are 
forcing us down the road to a centralized Socialist-labor 
welfare state, in which individual states and individuals are 
under the heel of an all-powerful federal autocracy. 


Let All Americans Vote On Civil Rights Amendment 


Under the Civil Rights Bill an enlarged army of federal 
bureaucrats and F.B.I, agents will march through Georgia 
laying waste to the Southern way of life and leaving in their 
wake swarms of Civil Rights carpetbaggers to intimidate the 
people and supplant local law with federal law. Lower court 
justices, who hate to be reversed, are already being intimi- 
dated. A Civil Rights law will be ignored, evaded, ridiculed 
and hi-jacked by the people no less than was the Prohibition 
Amendment, which was at least voted in (and out) by the 
people. All the American people should be allowed to vote 
on a Civil Rights Amendment to the Constitution. 

No court can successfully ban and bury the historic cus- 
toms and beliefs of a sovereign people. A law cannot be 
effectively enforced when it does not have the approval and 
support of a majority of the people. 

The Civil Rights Bill denies fundamental rights guaran- 
teed everyone by the Constitution: the right to own, manage, 
and enjoy property; the right of trial by jury; the right to 
be presumed innocent until proven guilty; the right of ap- 
peal; and the rights guaranteed to the people and the states 
in the Ninth and Tenth Amendments, limiting the federal 
government to the specific powers, except only those which 
the Constitution forbade the states to exercise. 


Forced Equality Is Civil Wrong 


We are chasing an illusion of equality under Socialism 
instead of the reality of freedom under States Rights and 
local self-government. Many have been deluded into a fuzzy 
morality which holds that equality and equal rights are the 
same thing. Forced equality contradicts the dream to excel; 
smothers individuality; restricts rights; removes freedoms; 
legislates mediocrity; waters down courage, thrift, self- 
reliance and initiative; and nurtures tyranny. Civil Rights, 
like Socialism, doesn’t level up—it levels down. An all- 
powerful federal government is a mass denial of freedom. 

This land of the free was conceived by our founding 
fathers to preserve the inequalities of its people by a mini- 
mum restriction of their liberties. But this land where any- 
body could be an eagle is being forced to become a land 
where everybody must become an oyster.
